Report of the Superintendent 


To the School Board of New Castle: 


I herewith submit to you my fourth annual report as sup- 
erintendent of your schools. 

During the early autumn of the current year, teachers’ 
meetings were held in all towns of the Union to formulate a 
plan of procedure which would continue for a number of 
years. By this plan one subject will be surveyed each year to 
determine our strengths, in order that we may not lose ground 
and also to determine those points where gains should be 
made. Asa result of these meetings the work of the schoo! 
was laid out in five different fields, each field assigned to a 
definite year for special investigation and endeavor. By vote 
of all the teachers the special field this year is English. To 
ascertain our present position several tests were given in all 
schools. By using the results thus obtained we are enabled 
at once to enter.a definite line of advancement. We believe 
as a result of this procedure both the path which we should 
follow and the end to be reached will be made more definite. 
These tests include several types of English work as well as 
arithmetic and general work. 

The statistical report following shows the data on your 
schools. The per cent. of attendance fell below the usual 
New Castle standard. I know that unusual conditions existed 
during this period, including considerable illness. New Cas- 
tle parents are unusually careful that children are in school on 
all possible days. 

The New Castle school is a place of delight to any vis- 
itor, including the superintendent. The opinion has been re- 
peatedly given to the teachers that whenever I become dis- 
couraged a visit to your schools gives me renewed courage. 
As in all modern schools the teaching of citizenship and social 
adjustment is given precedence over the mere acquiring of 
facts as such. With the world in its present confused con- 
dition no one is able to say just what facts and just what skills 
will be of use to our present pupils when they enter the adult 
world. We do know, however, that ability to live harmon- 
iously with others, ability to strive and achieve that which is of 
real worth and ability to appreciate truth and beauty, will al- 
ways be of value. Accuracy in the simple **three R’s” will al- 
ways be needed. The above things are the contributions of 
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your schools to your pupils. Can any school do more? 

During times of business depression an increasing burden 
is placed upon the schools, not only to see that the school 
dollar is economically spent but that the welfare of the chil- 
dren is carefully guarded. The national emergency relief 
has helped the schools in this latter obligation. The number 
of children needing such help is small in New Castle, but the 
four children who are under weight are receiving one-half 
pint of milk daily. | Cod liver oil is also available for those 
needing it. 

These new activities have placed an added responsibility 
upon the work of the school nurse. The deciding factor in 
all cases is the physical welfare of the child. |The nurses 
have willingly given extra time and acquired increased ex- 
pense to see that all children secure the benefits to which 
they are entitled. 

Special attention in English, a much improved method 
of presenting first grade reading and increased accuracy in 
arithmetic, are the measurable achievements of the past year. 

May I express my appreciation to the school board for 
helpful guidance in the duties of my office, to the teachers 
for wholehearted co-operation, to the pupils for their friend- 
ship, and to the townspeople for pleasant relationships.
